Phe committee was impressed with 
the imporiance of spreading the pro- 
duction of hogs more evenly through- 
out the year, in order to supply a 
steady volume of fresh product to the 
British consumer. ‘This, it was felt, 
would be extremely important when 
the new order of the British ministry 
of health, prohibiting_the use of borax 
comes into effect on January ist, 1927. 
It was also felt that the spreading of 
production will work out to the econ- 
omic advantage of the producer in that 
it will tend to maintain a More even 
level of prices throughout the year. 
This can be brought about in two 
Ways, first, by increasing the number 
of sows which farrow two. litters a 
year, and, second, by having the far- 
rowlngs of those bearing only one lit- 
ter a year distributed throughout the 
spring and summer months, Steps are 
belng taken to co-operate with the ex- 
perimental stations, agricultural col- 
Tleges and demonstration farms in se- 
euring further data om the economic 
extent and Umits of the farrowing sea- 
sons, and it is hoped that reliable ex- 
perimental data and actual demonstra- 
tions in practice over a wide area will

"The seasonal underfinishing and 
everfinishing of hogs and its effect on 
our export bacon trade was another 
subject which received the attention 
ofthe committee.

Better Farming Methods 


Maintenance of Soil Fertility by Means 
of Crop Rotations 

It having been shown that continu- 
ous grain growing causes seridus loss 
in the organic matter and nitrogen of 
the soil, a series of experiments hare 
been conducted on the experimentar 
farms at Brandon, Man, ani Scot, 
Sask., to ascertain the influence of cer- 
' tain rotations, including grasses and 
clovers, On the: soil's plant food con- 
tent. . The results of these exper 
ments, which are deseribed in a new 
bulletin of the department of agricul. 
ture, by Dr. Frank T. Shutt, show that 
the nitrogen content of the soil has 
beea maintained, and in certain mn- 
stances materially increased, in those 
rotations which inchide the growing 
of grasses and legumes, with lighr 
dressings of manire, Dr. Shutt 
states that if the humus and nitrogen 
content is to be maintained, exclusive 
grain growing must give way to the 
practice of these rotations.

In view of the confilcting statements 
whieh have been broadeast concerning 
the extent of Alberta’s wheat crop of 
1925, Colln G, Groff, publetty commts- 
sioner for the province has issued the 
following statement In accordance with 
‘the best facts obtainable.

A Problem Of Hatching 


Low Humidity in Incubators Cause of 
Lack of Success 

Complaint having been made by 
poultry breeders using incubators that 
{t was dificultto get good hatehes In 
March and April, Investigation follow 
ed by tests to ascertain the cause, was 
undertaken at the Lethbfidge, Alte, 
Dominion experimental station. rt 
Was found in tests made in 1923 and 
1924 that none of the incubators em 
Ployed gave satisfactory hatches at 
the low humidity usually obtatned, but 
that when moisture was added up to 
& humidity of 55 to 60 per cent. there 
was an increase in both the number 
of eggs hatched and the vitality of the 
chicks produced, Of several meth- 
ods tried the most successful was to 
use a pad of paper and burlap made 
by wrapping alternate layers of the 
two around a plece of cardboard until 
a pad about an inch thick, three inches 
wide and five inches long was Jorinm 
ed. This was saturated with water 
and hung in the top of the incubator 
about three inehes from the radiator 
Pipes. In a 200-eg¢ machine the use 
of one pad, says the superintendent In 
his report for 1924, moistened when- 
ever the eggs were turned, if the pad 
was dry, was sufficient to maintain the 
required humidity. On the twelfth 
day the pad was removed and the ma- 
chine run dry until the last turning of 
the eggs, when the saturated pad was 
again hung in the incubator and left 
until the chicks were hatehed. By 
this method, other conditions betng 
favorable, there appears to be no rea 
son, states ihe report, why satisfactory 
hatches should not be obtained at-any 
time with good eggs,
